HATIOH WIDE EMBARGO PLANNED 
BY GOVERNMENT TO CONSERVE 
COUNTRY’S SMALL COAL PILE 


Director Hines Meets Fuel Heads to Discuss 
Plans for Aiding Nation in Serious C risis- 
Fifteen Million Would Be Out of J obs.
